expression of the Board of South Park Com- 
missioners : 

The South Park Commissioners passed an or- 
dinance granting the use of Washington Park 
for the purposes of the World's Fair. This was 
subsequent to the passage of an ordinance grant- 
ing the use of Jackson Park for the same pur- 
pose. The Washington Park ordinance was 
drawn in the spirit expressed at a conference be- 
tween the Park Commissioners and certain of the 
Directory of the Columbian Exposition and of 
the National Commission. 

All expressed their desire to save the contour of 
the park and its plantation from serious impair- 
ment, andthe grant was coupled with the re- 
quirement that in the use of the park there 
should be no disturbance of trees. 

As the area contains, with smaller glades, one 
great open meadow of nearly one hundred acres, 
the restriction, while useful for the preservation 
of trees of nearly twenty years’ growth as placed, 
was not a hindrance in any sense to extensive 
use of the park for the purposes of the Exposition. 
The ordinance was accepted. A tentative plan is 
now presented to the Park Commissioners for the 
use of Washington Park as a site for Fair build- 
ings. Such submission would not be necessary 
under the terms of the ordinance which leaves the 
Fair Directors wholly free, with the proviso 
noted, to use the Park for such buildings as may 
be designated. The plan contemplates some 
eighty-five acres of roof, so placed that both the 
letter andthe spirit ofthe ordinance would be 
transgressed, if the construction were to go on as 


planned. 
A Pilea for the Trees. 

The removal of a few trees or clumps of trees 
would be immaterial. The plan invades a large 
area of the oldest, best established, and thriftiest 
tree growth of the nark, The damage, if not 
wholly irreparable, would long disfigure the park, 
and as it is absolutely unnecessary when nearly 
1,000 acres of the South Park system can be drawn 
on. the Park Commissioners must suggest that the 
construction be kept within the liberal terms of 
the accepted ordinance. 

The money damage to the park the directory is 
obligated to make good. It is not necessary there- 
fore to dwell upon that point. A lawn may be 
created in a single season; the work of a few 
months restores driveways; but no transplanting 
can restore, short of a generation, the beauty of a 
wood it has taken a generation to establish. 


CONGRESSIONAL COMMITTEE AT WORK 


The Members Spend the Day in Discussing 
the Site Question. 

The Congressional Committee got down to 
business yesterday and asked a good many 
interesting questions of the officials of the 
commission. Among other things it wanted 
to know was just where the site was, and the 
officials took a day off to find out, the ques- 
tion as to site including the location of build- 


Ings. 

The Congressmen also wanted to know 
whether the Director-General was not sup- 
posed to have general charge of all the work, 
and if so why he did not take charge. This 
was rather a hit at the local board. President 
Palmer informed the committee that the 
commission had thought that it understood 
how the Fair was to be divided, but that the 
directors did not seem to have understood it 
as the Commissioners had, and in consequence 
there was the promise of a deadlock. 

Vice-Chairman McKenzie said that he un- 
derstood that the directors would be concilia- 
tory in the matter of placing so much on the 
Lake-Front. If not, he believed, with Mr. 
Palmer, that there would be a deadlock. 

Mr. Martindale said that there could be no 
blame attached to the commission for any 
deloy, as it had met as often as was necessary 
and transacted its business as promptly as 
could be expected. He said: 

“It is our business to approve, not to origi- 
nate. We are still waiting. I don’t think it 
quite right for us to fight this battle in the 
absence of the directors, but we have been 
patient. We have met them in the spirit of 
conciliation on this site question from the be- 
ginning of the movement. The conciliation has, 
however, all been on our side. But now the ques- 


The colony had met with) calamities, and its 
members had met for the purpose of fasting 
ahd prayer.

J. F. Ware says: I eam afraid we of today 
should hardly appoint or enjoy a Thanksgiv- 
ing day if our autumnal returns were as scant 
in proportion as those of the Pilgrims, while 
the prospect of half allowance all through the 
community would create famine and flight.“ 


New England’s Great Day. 


Be this as it may one thing is certain and 
that is that the good old custom of having 
family gatherings upon the day that is the day 
of days to New-Englanders is not dying out in 
sections removed from the country founded by 
Maine and Connecticut. 

Boston reporters have for regular assign- 
ments the Tuesday and Wednesday before 
Thanksgiving each year the visiting of the 
various railroad depots to there look after and 
afterward write something about the great 
crowds of New York merchants and brokers 
who are en route to their country homes. 
There are thousands of them, and the burden 
of their talk is: We must get home to 
spend Thursday on the farm.“ The farms are 
nearly deserted save by the old folks, but they 
watch each year for the boys, who are sure to 
come at Thanksgiving. For the rest of the 
world Christmas may be the day, but for the 
orthodox Yankee it is Thanksgiving. 

In Chicago the spirit of that Yankee holi- 
day is not dead. The people who have come 
and built themselves homes have not for- 
gotten the day nor its significance, It is 
essentially a family day with them all, and it 
is curious to note with what unanimity the 
best of our people say: Ah, that is a home 
day.

His family, among 
whom was John L., then a minor, accompan- 
ied him. Two years later young John came 
back on a visit to a married sister in the 
neighborhood of the old home, remaining 
about six weeks. He then returned to Iowa 
and remained there until Nov. 15, 1887. Since 
that date he has lived in Illinois, but not con- 
tinuously in the district for the two years re- 
quired by law as a qualiffeation for a legis- 
lator. In 1888 Mr. Gehr was not the Demo- 
crat he is now. On the contrary, he was a 
rabid Prohibitionist and tried to vote for 
Gen. Fisk, but was challenged on the ground 
that he had not resided in the State of IIli- 
nois a year, and did not vote.

Tue census statistics showing the production 
of steel in the United States, already pub- 
lished, make one point which does not sustain 
popular opinion on the subject. It is widely 
supposed that the enormous use of steel rails 
during the last ten years, not only in the lay- 
ing of new tracks but in the replacing of iron 
rails on previously existing lines, has placed 
that form of steel consumption far ahead of 
all others in its rate of expansion. But the 
census figures show that while the production 
of Bessemer steel rails has nearly trebled dur- 
ing the last decade the aggregate production 
of steel of all kinds in the form of ingots and 
direct castings has nearly quadrupled. The 
increase in the latter was 290 per cent; that of 
the former 175 per cent. It is stated that the 
increase in the number of establishments pro- 
ducing Bessemer steel has been almost en- 
tirely due to the demand for steel in other 
forms than the rail. All of the eleven plants 
that were completed in 1880 had been built to 
manufacture steel for rails, while of the fifty- 
three plants in existence at the close of 1890 
only fourteen made steel rails during that year, 
and of the total quantity produced 90 per cent 
was made at ten of those works. The great 
increase has been in the use of steel for the 
making of nails, rods, bars, wire, and beams. 


THE FINANCIAL STRINGENCY. 

A tight condition of the money market is 
still the rule here and abroad. The English 
people expect it to continue so with them till 
after the 8d of next month. At that date a 
vast amount of paper falls due on Argentine 
loans, and the efforts to meet it are at the 
foundation of the trouble there. The neces- 
sity of raising so much money forced the sell- 
ing of American securities in large amounts, 
and the resulting transfers already made or 
now in progress are so voluminous as to have 
obliged the Bank of England to artificially 
strengthen itself by borrowing at least £2,000,- 
000 in gold from other countries of Europe, 
though it had ten times that amount in specie 
in its own vaults.

with the financial strain. .The Bank of En- 
gland is required by law to maintain a stated 
minimum reserve. It has sometimes found 
relief by obtaining permission from the Gov- 
ernment to increase its note issues without 
reference to the percentage of its coin hold- 
ings, but in the absence of such aid is forced 
to the expedient named. Similarly the Na- 
tional banks of the United States are obliged 
by law to maintain a cash reserve amounting 
to 25 per cent of their liabilities, while our 
State banks are not. The National institu- 
tions in N@w York have found themselves re- 
duced to the minimum, if not below it (which 
cannot here be said, as the weekly statement 
includes both classes). This led to a vig- 
orous calling in of loans, and that 
being found insufficient they resorted to the 
issue of clearing-house certificates to aid the 
weaker ones of their number in tiding over 
the emergency. The latter step may prove 
sufficient for purposes of self-protection, but 
it does not abolish the fact that business-men 
having accommodations from the banks are 
called upon for cash just at the time when 
they are least able to respond satisfactorily. 
In this emergency the story of the Frenchman 
is reversed. The bank says in effect to its 
customer: If you have the money we do not 
want it, but if you have not got it we must 
have it right away. In such a case it may be- 
come a question with some if the harm done 
in times of stringency does not about com- 
pensate for the benefitderived from the banks 
by the commercial public in ordinary states 
of the market when money is comparatively 
plentiful. 

It may be urged that the restraint of a large 
legal reserve is not only unnecessary to sound 
banking, but that it acts as a bad clog on the 
course of business just at the time when the 
car most needs assistance to enable it to roll 
along. Itis noted that our National banks 
and the Bank of England are almost the only 
ones in the world subject to such a restriction, 
while they are above all others exposed to the 
occurrence of crises in which it may seem de- 
sirable to have no such limitation imposed. 
It is also stated that official data extending 
over the last fifteen years show that the State 
banks of this country, most of which are not 
subject to such a restriction, have on 
the average maintained cash  reseryes 
larger than those of the National banks, 
demonstrating that vuluntary management 
is in this respect more conservative than that 
which is supposed to be protected by legal re- 
straints. All this may be true without prov- 
ing that it is an unwise policy to insist upon 
the latter standing in a posit.on which shall 
always command the confidence of che public, 
though it may not permit the elasticity sup- 
posed to be desirable for meeting financial 
strain. It is important to remember that if 
there be no lack of capital in this country for 
the transaction of legitimate it is 
rendered scarce only by speculative excite 
ments, then the greater latitude permitted to 
the actors in these measures the more intense 
may be tle pressure and the worse the re- 
sulting collapse. It may be seriously doubted 
to be for the best interests of the community 
as a whole that the Government should 
either relax in its requirements for the pro- 
tection of the general public by diminishing 
the legal minimum of reserve, or open direct-

THE ALLIANCE AND ITS WAREHOUSE 


The Washington dispatches announce that 
the Farmers’ Alliance people, jubilant over 
their recent victories in the South and West, 
will demand of the next Congress the passage 
of what is known as “the Sub-Treasury bill.” 
It is reported that they will listen to no talk 


of compromise measures, but that they must 


have all they ask for and just as they ask for it. 

What they want is this: That the General 
Government shall establish in the various 
States depositories or warehouses, where the 
farmers may store their crops—their cotton, 
tobacco, wheat, corn, flaxseed, oats, barley, 
beef, pork, eggs, potatoes, and other products. 
Money advances are to be made them by the 
Federal Government on the credit of these farm 
products to be secured by cotton, tobacco, 
wheat, potatoes, eggs, beans, etc. There prod- 
ucts are to be stored in the Government ware- 
houses till such a time as the owners consider 
there is a good market for their sale. The 
owner is expected then to withdraw the stuff, 
soll it, and pay back to the Federal Govern- 
ment the moncy it advanced. 

The theory is that if the farmer is not 
forced by his debts to throw his grain, cot- 
ton, tobacco, or vegetables on the market, 
but can get some one to carry them for him 
free of Chargés, and loan him money till con- 
sumers must have them, he can force them to 
pay him big prices. 

One serious objection to this scheme is that 
it is unconstitutional; and it » odd that 
Southern men, who are State-rights, strict 
constructionists and bent on limiting the 
powers of the Federal Government, should 
propose seriously that the Government should 
do something so far outside of its constitu- 
tional and legitimate functions. It is impos- 
sible to find anywhere in the Constitution the 
authority for the erection of these warehouses, 
taking of them, and the issue of 
„ money on the stuff deposited in 
them. If it were vonstitutional it would be 
unwise. The National Government has no 
money resources of its own—no private source 
of income. What money it spends first comes 
from the people in the form of taxes. Were 
the Government to go into this visionary 
warehouse scheme the money, hundreds of 
millions, spent for buildings and for guarding 
property would have to be raised first by 
taxes. As it costs the Government on the ac- 
count of jobbery, sogering, and extra men 
twice as much for buildings and for work and 
caretaking as it does private parties, it would 
be much cheaper for the farmer to continue 
keeping his crops in private elevators or in 
his own barn or crib. 

It the Government were the guardian of 
these storehouses the property would be 
looked after less carefully and more expen- 
sively than if m private hands. There would 
be more wastage, more stealings, more acci- 
dents, more loss. The farmers would expect 
all such losses to be made good to them by 
the Government, which pays out now a hun- 
dred and fifty millions a year for the one item 
of pensions. It would find this new charge of 
hundreds of millions a year a grievous one and 
would have to pile some pretty heavy new 
taxes on the people to meet it. 

If these public warehouses are to be built at 
all it should be done by the States. They, if any 
one, should attend to that business. Let Min- 
nesota, or Dakota, or Kansas, or Iowa, if it 
sees fit, build warehouses for grain and veg- 
etables, Kentucky and Virginia for tobacco 
and hemp, and Alabama and Louisiana for 
cotton and sugar, and the Carolinas for cot- 
ton, rice, tar, and turpentine. It is not the 
business of the Federal Government to look 
after these commercial and storage matters, 
That which will suit the farmers of one State 
will not suit those of another, and hence each 
locality should look after these local affairs 
for itself, on its own credit, and out of its own 
taxes. 

But even if State Constitutions permitted 
these sub-treasuries to be built and run it would 
be unwise todo it, In the first place it would 
be class legislation. It would be taxing the 
town and village people for supposed farmers’ 
interests. If there are to be warehouses for 
the farmer why not for the manufacturer? 
Why shall not cotton and woolen cloths and 
leather, pig iron, machinery, furniture, 
and ice be carried in Government warehouses 
as well as cotton, corn, rice, tobacco, 
hemp, sugar, molasses, peanuts, and oranges? 
In the next place, the inevitable result of the 
issue of the billions of shinplaster money 
to the farmers would be financial convulsions 
and ruin of the country. It would bring down 
the United States to the deplorable level of 
the bankrupt Argentine. It is impossible to 
have a monetary spree which is not paid for 
by a terrible headache. Seemmg prosperity 
might follow the first issues, but it would have 
to be paid for dearly soon after. 

What the farmers need and what they should 
try to get is not Government warehouses 
where fires burn, cyclones wreck, floods sweep 
away, moth and rust corrupt, and thieves 
break through and steal, but wider marke's. 
A score of warehouses in every county would 
not help them a hundreth part as much as the 
removal of the tariff restrictions which Latin- 
American customs duties impose on American 
flour, pork, lard, butter, and canned food 
stuffs. If the Alliance members of the next 
House will work faithfully for Blaine’s wise 
reciprocity scheme they can do their constitu- 
ents substantial good. If they secure the 
adoption of the vagaries they are advocating 
now they will ruin them and the community 
utterly. 


A WORD TO UNREPENTANT CONGRESSMEN 

Congressman J.J. Belden of Syracuse was 
the Chairman of the National Republican 
Congressional Committee, and as such is sup- 
posed to have had much to do with the brill- 
iant and sensational fight made week before 
last by the Republicans for the control of the 
next House.

THE BIRCHALL EXECUTION. 

Rex Birchall was hanged at Woodstock, Can- 
ada, yesterday, and thus has paid the penalty 
for the cruel murder of Benwell. The crime 
was an exceptional one, though not unlike 
that perpetrated by Maxwell in St. Louis. It 
will be remembered that he decoyed Benwell 
across the ovean by false business representa- 
tions, lured him to a solitary spot in a swamp 
near Princeton, and then murdered him for 
money. The evidence was entirely circum- 
stantial but overwhelmmgly conclusive. He 
was seen to leave the depot with Benwell, was 
traced all along the road to the swamp, was 
seen to enter it with him, and leave it alone. 
The firing of the pistol was heard, and Ben- 
well’s body was found there. Trinkets be- 
longing to Benwell were found in his posses- 
sion, and two days after the murder Birchall 
wrote to Benwell’s father telling him how he 
and his son were rucceeding in business, all 
of which was pure invention, as he owned no 
property in Canada and had no business there. 
His subsequent explanations to Pelly, a friend 
of Benwell who accompanied him to this coun- 
try, were in themselves 80 false and incriminat- 
ing as to add to the certainty of his guilt. 

From the moral and psychological point of 
view the case of Birchall is a curious one. He 
was of good family, the son of a clergyman, 
and married into a good family. He was 
graduated at Oxford, but although a bright 
young fellow his career there is only remem- 
bered by his devotion to athletic sports, drink- 
ing, gambling, and violation of university 
rules. He led a fast, wild life in college and 
out of it. He had accomplishments of no 
mean order, and had they been turned in the 
right direction he might have made a more use- 
ful if not as famous a mark as he had done. 
He was a clever writer, a scientific photogra- 
pher, a bright stage manager, a good carica- 
turist, and possessed artistic capacities of no 
common kind. ‘With all this he possessed re- 
markable native sharpness and shrewdness. 
It is apparent, however, that underlying all 
these desirable qualities there was an utter 
absence of any feeling of moral responsibility. 
That element was left out of his composition. 
It was made up of that dangerous combina- 
tion—education and crime. His disposition 
ied him into all kings of excesses and his edu- 
cational advantages were used to minister to 
them. Another peculiarity of his nature was 
his indifference to opmion and to the social 
code, and a frivolity which made no differ. 
ence tohim as between absolute crime or 
mere mischief. This frivolity was perhaps 
the distinguishing’ element of his nat- 
ure and dominated all the other 
qualities. It was 80 pronounced as 
to amount well nigh to a mental 
disorder. Its only good purpose was in nerv. 
ing him to meet his doom. From the moment 
when he was arrested to the moment when the 
drop fell he was indifferent and unconcerned 
and treated everything from the frivolous 
point of view, and yet the man did not seem 
to be acting from any spirit of bravado or 
with any thought of arousing admiration. It 
was sheer indifference to whatever micht 
happen, growing qut of the absence of all 
moral principle as well as the absence of all 
the restraining influences which culture should 
exert, but unfortunately does not always. 

But whatever may have been the composi- 
tion of this man, or whatever may have been 
his thoughts in the last moments, he has ex- 
piated a dreadful crime, and has expiated it 
promptly. Canadian justice does not halt. 
The murder was committed only about four 
months ago, and it is barely six weeks since he 
was sentenced to be hanged. Had he com- 
mitted the murder in this country his case 
hardly would have reached its second trial by 
this time, It is possible that an Evanston 
juror or maudlin women aiding cunning 
counsel might have secured his discharge by 
this time.

receipts at primary markets than an increase. 
Hence the condition might seem to favor 
strength instead of weakness by reducing the 
visible supply. But, on the other hand, the 
surplus of grain awaiting buying for actual 
consumption requires the use of capital with 
which to hold it, and the use of the money is 
worth more now than when the market for 
cash is an easy one, For this reason the 
charges for carrying from one month to an- 
other have already widened out, though the 
long futures have weakened because the de- 
livery for May was the one that had been 
chiefly invested in by the bulls, and therefore 
constituted the bulk of the speculative offer- 
ings on the break. There is less money now 
available for being locked up idly in margins 
to secure these contracts, release is 
in itself a weakening feature, It has been all 
the more so as the export movement was 
clogged by the financial stringency abroad, 
but the decline of the last two days brought 
the markets for wheat and flour within the 
limits of several resting foreign orders, and 
the news that they had been filled served to 
check the decline. 

Without venturing an opinion as to whether 
prices for produce have been forced higher 
than justified by the facts in the case, it may 
be stated that there is not the same reason for 
weakness in grain as in stocks. The cereal 
yield of this country averages not far from a 
quarter less than that of last year, which 
means a much smaller quantity to be sold off 
and a vast diminution in the amount of trans- 
portation to be done, because the loss of per- 
centage in surplus is vastly greater than that 
in total production, the latter having, first. of 
all, to be drawn upon for the filling of home 
needs. But the sympathy that rules between 
all classes of speculation is sufficient to cause 
depression in produce wher all are alike 
weighed down by an apparent scarcity of 
money with which to carry the property. 

Some of the philosophers of the board say 
the break of the last ten days is in large part 
due to the success of the Farmers’ Alliance at 
the polls.

The horror and fright of the passengers in 
the Biscay as the engine plunged into them 
was added to by the fog, which was close in 
upon them and made it next to impossible to 
see what had happened. The car caught fire 
speedily, but the passengers were removed 
before their condition was made horrible by 
burns. , 

At the time of the ident there were 
twenty-two passengers in the car, and the only 
reason the death list was not larger was be- 
cause a number of the passengers from the 
rear end were in the washroom making their 
toilets, Mr. Minot was sleeping in the rear 
section, and he probably never knew what 
hurt him. When removed from the wreck his 
head was crushed into an unrec gnizable 
mass.

C. B. Norton’s History Shows That Out of

A history of World’s Fairs, prepared by 

Gen. C. B. Norton, shows that out of fifteen 

only two were financially successful, although 
pearly all were of great financial advantage to 
- the cities in which they were held. The first 
and the last—London, 1851, and Paris, 1889— 


g ag | were the only two that paid for themselves. 


As for the value to the cities it is estimated 
that 000 was left in London as a result 
of the exhibition of 1851, and that Paris was 
by her various exhibitions as fol- 
lows: 1855, $10,000,000; 1878, $15,000,000; and 
1889, $350,000,000. No estimates could be re- 
ceived as to the others in the list that follows, 
but these are enough to show the value of a 
successful exhibition to the city in which it is 
held, and to be successful it is not necessary 
that it should pay for itself. The Centennial 
fell short of that, but was a success neverthe- 


less.

NO DECLINE IN BUSINESS. 


LEGITIMATE TRADE UNAFFECTED BY 


THE COLLAPSE IN STOCKS, 


The Demand for Money Due in a Large 


Measure to the Unprecedented Volume 
of Transactions—Despite the Financial 
Stringency Collections Are Unusually 
Prompt—Review of the Situation in 
Wall Street for the Last Week. 


New York, Nov. 14.—R. G. Dunn & Co.’s 
weekly review of trade says: 

Those who have long expected severe re- 
action on the stock market have now seen 
the average of prices thrown back to a lower 
point than has been touched at any other 
time for more than four years. It remains 
the fact that the legitimate business through- 
out the country is the largest ever known, not 
much inflated or endangered by speculation. 
and so far sound that complaints in 
to collections) have been much fewer than 
usual, The check now sustamed may not 
improbably produce some shrinkage in traus- 
actions aud diminution of profits, but the in- 
dustrial and commercial conditions have been 
so favorable that speculative disturbances are 
the less likely to affect general business 
seriously, 

Reports from other cities show that at most 
points the events in Wall street have had little 
or no effect as yet. At Boston transactions 
have been somewhat limited, and money is 
firm at high rates; wool sales are smaller, but 
more activity is expected with the opening of 
the heavy goods season in December; leather 
is quiet and easier and hides dull and lower, 
but because bark and other materials are 
strong it is thought neither can recede 
much; boot and shoe manufacturers are get- 
ting the recent advance in prices, with ship- 
ments exceeding last year’s, and lumber 1s 
quiet. At Philadelphia money is tight, and 
little commercial paper offered or selling; 
wool manufacturers are buying more liberally, 
with slight advance in some grades; leather is 
strong and the shoe trade larger than last 
year, though less brisk than of late. 

At Chicago money is active at 7 per cent, 
but country banks are sending in funds for 
investment and Eastern disturbances are lit- 
tle felt. Receipts of grain and cured mea 
equal last year’s; a slight loss is seen in 
dressed beef, butter, and cheese, and a heavy 
loss in hides, but a liberal gain in wool and 
lard, while trade in dry goods, clothing, and 
. is much larger, with satisfactory collec- 

ions. 

No other Western point shows disturbance 
in trade, though money is generally close.

Wasn Noro, D. C., Nov. 14.—[New York Her- 
ald. Both at the State Department and among 
the foreign legations the Republican defeat of 
last Tuesday is regarded as radically changing 
the position of the Administration with reference 
to the revived policy of reciprocity.

PANICKY WEEK IN WALL STREET. 


The Stock Market Goes to Pieces and Sev- 
eral Failures Result, 

New York, Nov. 14.—[Special. ]—The finan- 
cial and speculative: troubles that have 
weighed upon the stock market culminated 
this week in a short but sharp panic, attended 
by failures, impaired confidence, and violent 
declines in values. The danger was of further 
liquidation in London and heavy selling of 
its holdings of American securities. This 
danger was avoided for the present at least, 
the effect being to allay apprehension and pro- 
duce support in the general railroad list. The 
market Saturday was feverish and unsettled, 
and Monday developed features indicating 
the imminence of positive disaster. Interest 
rates went up \ to , of 1 per cent per diem, 
and the action of lenders exhibited the exist- 
ence of distrust and apprehension. 2 

The crisis, however, came Tuesday, when it 
it became known that the brokerage firm of 
Decker, Howell & Co., one of the largest and 
most reputable in the street, had been forced 
to suspend with liabilities rising over $10,000,- 
000. The North River Bank, one of the dis- 
tressed minor institutions, was Wednesday 
forced to suspend, though its troubles were not 
connected with stock market relations. An- 
other bank was known to have applied to the 
clearing-house for assistance, but the means

A day of fast- 
ing and prayer for rain was appointed in 1623, and 
upon the prayers being copiously answered a day 
was set aside for thanksgiving. In 1632 the ac- 
tion of the English Privy Council in favor of the 
colonies elicited a similar mark of approval and 
rejoicing.

Ability and Too Little in Civility—Do 
We Need a Training School for Domes- 
ties ?—Keasons fur Dissatisfaction. 
An Englishwoman speaking of the intricate 
und exasperating servant girl problem which 
vexes the soul of cvery American housewife, 
gave some interesting theories concerning the 
cause of the universal’ friction in American 
household economy. In the first place,“ said 
this enviable being who has no servant in her 
house that has not been with her five or six 
years and who has several who have been in 
her service ten, fifteen, and twenty years, you 
have no old servants. I don’t know as I have 
ever seen more than half a dozen really relia- 
able servants who have been long in the 
service of one mistress since I came to Amer- 
ja. Now, constant change is disadvantageous 
to both mistress and maid, and it seems to me 
to ve the chief cause of the inefficiency of serv- 
ants. The reason of this mutual dissatisfac- 
tion is twofold—you are too exacting with 
your setvants and you are at the same time 
too indulgent. You require too much of them 
in ability and too little of them in civility. 
You order them to do things in a masterly 
‘and irritating way, rather than a dignified and 


3 8 kindiy one, but at the same time you do not 


exact proper respect in their demeanor to 
you, and you do put up with an astonishing 
umount of insolence. An English lady, out 
of respect for herself rather than for the maid, 
would not allow herself to give orders, as 
many American ladies continually do, but at 
the same time she would show a maid the 
door in a minute who looked the impudence at 
her that many maids say here with but slight 
reproof. My servant ismy servant in the 
street, in chürch. in the theater, and she must 
— it in deportment and dress. Your 
_‘pervant on a day out is so finely clad and so 
important in manner that it is not easy to 
determine the distinction between mistress 
maid when on the street. But 

at the same time my _ servant is my 
servant in sickness, in trouble, in joy. I in- 
terest myself in her affairs so far as I can be 
of service to her, talk with her a bit when I

My 
house is her home, not an inn, where she will 
sup and sleep carelessly and look for green 
fields and pastures new on the morrow, and, 
as my scheme is to keep her with me, I do not 
demand the impossible of her.

Here Are the Irreproachable Boston Girls 
Succumbing to Cigarettes,

VEILS A SURVIVAL OF BARBARISI. 


Only Among Nations Where Woman Is 
Lightly Considered Is Her Face Hid. 

Rene Bache in Kate Field’s Washington 
says the wearing of veils is the survival of the 
barbarous custom of secluding women. Chi- 
nese ladies are never seen abroad any more 
than are women of condition among the Hin- 
doos. In Persia, Turkey, Egypt, and other 
lands similar habits are observed. Among 
some of these people, however, the custom of 
seclusion has taken on another phase. The 
women, when permitted to go out, carry their 
hiding with them in the shape of a veil. At 
pent pine ys. this is an opaque cloth wrapped 

nd and around the face and body, ten or 
more yards often being used for the purpose 
in the Orient. 

The custom of hiding away women hav- 
ing as its omgin the anxiety of the man to 
keep his treasure for himself, is undoubtedly 
of Asiatic derivation. It seems never to have 
been dependent upon degrees of civilization, 
but merely upon r instinct. It is but a 
step from Germany, where any respectable 
woman may walk the streets of* a city at mid- 
night with impunity, to France, in which 
country a girl is considered to have sacrificed 
her reputation if she is seen in the act of tak- 
ing a at high noon with her own brother. 
For how, forsooth! is a stranger to know that 
it is her brother? 

The Tartars seclude their women, but they 
doit by wrapping them up, because they are 
a moving people and must carry the seraglib 
with them. In Africa the Moors disguise the 
ladies of their harems in like manner whe 
the latter venture abroad, while in Syria 
women wear long veils which are elevated 
above the tops of their heads by what might 
be called horns of paper or wood attached to 
the crown. It is to this custom that the Bible 
refers when it speaks of having one’s horn 
exalted. The higher the horn, of course, the 
greater the appearance of dignity. Among 
the ancient Jews the veil was but little affected, 
the custom being for women to consort freely 


with men. 


„For ages past it has been the fashion for 
women to seclude themselves in times of 
2 particularly when the mourn- 
ing was for a departed husband. The Hindoo 
widow today is secluded for life. In the 
mourning veil worn by widows among our 
own people isto be found a survival of this 
ancient mode. 

From being intended for the purpose of 
hiding the woman, the veil was modified 
among the old Romans and Greeks so as tu 

e an article of graceful drapery flowing 
from the back of the head. Nowadays-a fur- 
ther stage in its evolution has transformed it 
into a mere shadowy protection for the face, 
designed as a preservative of beauty. Ocu- 
lists say that, even in this shape, it is most 
destructive to the eye-sight.”’

- COOKING, AND THE LIKE, 


She’ Charges the Strong-Minded Woman 
with Lance Set and Blames the Mothers 
of the Land for Badly Educating Their 
Children—Ella Wheeler Wilcox Lays It 
All on the Poor Man, of Course—Many 
Good Words for Modern Methods. 


“ An Old Gentleman” by writing to a New 
York paper complaining rather testily of the 
modern education of women has evoked the 
liveliest kind of discussion. Many prominent 
women have taken a hand, and the natural re- 
sult is a page of opinions that covers the widest 
possible range. Perhaps the most interesting 
because it is a solid assault against the strong- 
minded woman—such an assault as ordinarily 
comes from a bear of a man—and for other 
reasons is under the signature of Mrs. Henry 
Ward Beecher. Mrs. Beecher says: 

“Home is the place for woman, and when 
she engages in any work or undertakes an en- 
terprise that does not come under the head of 
home duties or home training I think she is 
out of her place. I know that our women and 
girls are in business and in politics, but, 
according to my notion, they are doing 
work that does not belong to them and for 
which they are not fitted. I believe that 
the female politician who goes on the 
platform, make speeches, and does lobbying 
only antagonizes the people. In an assembly 
of men she must be a positive hinderance and 
an obstruction as a Prohibitionist. I believe 
that if I were a man and a lot of women tried 
to make a Prohibitionist of me I should drink 
more than ever. Their officiousness in raid- 
ing saloons I think not only unwomanly but 
most culpable. That she can exert a powerful 
influence for good both in the interest of poli- 
tics and temperance everybody admits, but 
there is a time for everything and a proper 
place. The youth is always ready to take im- 
pressions and she has her relatives and friends 
among the adults, but she cannot attempt 
even to reform strangers or to carry her work 
into public places without personal loss and 
neglect ot the home or school. 

J cannot abide a woman as a public speak- 
er, preacher, or teacher. If a woman has any- 
thing to say let her say it in writing and have 
the matter published. There is no better way 
of reaching the people than by means of the 
press. I don’t like the idea of a woman cheap- 


, ening herself by public exhibition. I cannot 


bear to have a woman rise in church even. Mr. 
Beecher used repeatedly to invite the people 
to get right up if they had anything to say or 
any question to ask, and he gave the women 
of the congregation a special invitation, al- 
though I repeatedly objected and regretted he 
did so. I heard, too, the brilliant Anna Dick- 
inson lecture, but it was a punishment, for 
with all her eloquence she could not make 
me forget that she was a woman and out of 
place, I never yet saw a woman on her feet 
addressing a meeting or a presiding officer 
that I did not find myself wishing she would 
sit down.

asking me to sign petitions or lend my name 
to the so-called movements, but I always re- 
fuse. I don’t care anythi about female 
suffrage. If we had it I couldn't be dragged 
to the polls. I never had any rights that were 
ever denied me, and I am sure that I took a 
great many more than I deserved.

I 
believe in teaching her how to make bread 
and soup, to cook beefsteak and oaten meal 
to make her own clothes and to keep house. 1 
made bread when I was so small that I had to 
stand on a foot-rest to reach the pan. We 
lived in the country, re it was so hard to 
get help that we ag to do the housework 
ourselves, and mother divided it in such a 
way that we had equal shares. Both my sis- 
ters had married and gone from home, and for 
fifteen years I at home. We played sis- 
ters, mother and I, and worked like girls rather 
than mother and child. 
„One Monday mother did the washing and 
I made the cheese. The next week I was at 
the tubs and mother was in ‘the dairy. Tues- 
day she ironed and I did the baking and we 
ned our turns at sewing and darning. We 
made everything that was worn—shirts, dress- 
es, trousers, and all, and even after [ was mar- 
ried I made all my husband’s clothes but his 
coat. Father was in debt for new land he had 
purchased and everybody saved and every- 
body helped to pay for the farm. Even our 
pennies for gingerbread and butter-scotch 
went to help father, and I remember how 
proudly I plaited straw that gave me 850 a 
year, and, when I became more skillful, $150. 
This sum kept me, and there was always some 
money left to buy a present for mother and 
father or some pretty ornament for the house. 
„When we began housekeeping and went 
West Mr. Beecher had a salary of $300 a year, 
and I was too proud to let my people know 
how little we had. That was not even $la 
day. I could not live on it as I had been 
accustomed to live, and so I took in boarders 
and took in sewing. Then came the invalu- 
able tedchings of my mother. My husband 
and I worked side by side, only a partition 
separating his desk from my table. When he 
wrote anything that pleased him particularly 
he would call to me to come and hear it, and 
dropped my. work, dried my hands, listened to 
him and told him just what I thought about it. 
In the evening I had my mending and darnin 
to do and he read to me. If he was very ti 
I put away my work-basket aud I read.” 
lla Wheeler Wilcox also lainents the con- 
dition of her sisters, but she blames it on the 
men. She says: % Unfortunately, men want 
their sweethearts to be brilliant and showy 
and their wives to be domestic and practical. 
The girl who understands how to sew, cook, 
and nurse a sick child does not attract the 
single men, and the superficial belle does not 
satisfy her husband after marriage. Hence 
the prevalence of divorce. Either men must 
become more sensible before marriage, more 
resigned afterwards, or mothers must begin 


to teach their daughters in their cradles the 


necessity of combining the useful with the 
ornamental, the practical with the entertain- 
ing qualities.” 

An anonymous co ndent suggests: A 
woman’s duties extend beyond her home. 
The well being of society, the advancement of 
manners, the softening and sweetening of cur- 
rent thought are all primarily controlled by 
her. Would your correspondent be pleased to 
see us a Nation of stay-at-homes and boors, 
proficient in making gruel, but lacking all the 
graces which give a rosy flush to life and turn 
our days into paths of protit and pleasure? 
No one yet has been able to draw the line be- 
tween the necessities: and the amenities of life. 
The diamond may be of the purest water, but 
uncut and unset its value is only potential. A 
savage may be a mother, but only the woman 
of elegance and fashion can advance our civili- 


zation.”’ 

Grace W. Soper says: As the duties of 

wife are best performed by women who are 
ableto sympathize with their husbands, sta- 
tistics show that children are reared most 
carefully by the best educated women. The 
mortality of children of women college grad- 
uates is provedto be less than that of the 
children of any other class of mothers. On 
the whole, children of today are more sensibly 
clad and better cared for than ever before, be- 
cause women more carefully trained 
minds for the realization of the seriousness of 
their duties. Home life is on a higher plane 
when thoughts of books and the world’s af. 
fairs sweeten drudgery. 
Women's education and professional work 
are so much the natural development of the 
age that women who are its typical exponents 
are wholly unconscious of any peculiarity. 
The woman 128 does not pose as an ex- 
ceptional and remarkable being; the woman 
editor or teacher puts forward no particular 
claim to singularity. 5 Other women, busy in 
social and domestic, as well as educational 
life, are not working for * or criticism, 
but are striving to make the best of present 
conditions with the natural hope of reaching
